Tuberculin Testing 
In High School 
in October the Tuberculin skin 
test was offered to all pupils. Dr.

In October the diphtheria im­ 
munization program was begun in 
the four elementary schools with a 
Schick testing program offered to 
all children without charge by lo­ 
cal physicians. A total of 610 re­ 
ceived the Schick test and of these 
113 were positive cases. 
The Schick testing was followed 
by 
the diphtheria immunization 
given in three doses three weeks 


recommended for further examina­ 
tion by their family physicians. 
At all examinations special em­ 
phasis was placed on the import­ 
ance of immunization against diph­ 
theria and smallpox 
before the 
child enters school. 
It was very astisfying that there 
was indicated this year, a keener 
interest on the part of parents to­ 
ward the general health of their 
children. 
Dental Program 
This began with the dental sur­ 
vey in September, when local den­ 
tists examined all children’s teeth 
in the schools. Dental certificates 
were awarded those whose teeth 
were found to be o. k. at the sur­ 
vey. 
In February the dental clinic be­ 
gan and worked until April. Fifty - 
six children were 
given complete 
dental care. 
Four times during the year Dr. 
Edwin W. 
Baumann 
visited the 
schools giving dental health talks 
to each room and awarding their 
dental certificates. 
At the close of this year’s pro­ 
gram besides the regular certifi­ 
cates, 8 rooms 
received 
special 
state certificates for IOO per cent 
dental care. Last year only one 
room in Arlington Heights received 
this certificate while this year each 
of the four schools achieved this 
honor. 
Last year the average percent­ 
age of children 
receiving dental 
certificates for complete dental 
care was 67 per cent as compared 
to 85 per cent this year. 
All schools showed a marked im­ 
provement in dental health, but 
special honors are due St. James 
Catholic who with three IOO per 
cent rooms held an average per­ 
centage of children receiving dent­ 
al certificates of 97 per cent. 
The sincere efforts of all teach­ 
ers and the great amount of work 
done in the dental clinics have con­ 
tributed in a large measure to this 
total percentage of dental correc­ 
tions. 
Dr. Lon W. Morrey, director

Advances from 
last place to first 
in one year 


The Arlington Heights Public 
Health committee met Thursday 
evening in the Health Center room. 
Mrs. Clara Lund, the village nurse, 
tendered a report of activities for 
May, which included the Summer 
Round-up report. St. James paro­ 
chial school with 97 per cent ra t­ 
ing showed the greatest improve­ 
ment in dental care, ranking first 
of the four elementary schools. 
Last year they were last. Of the 
ninety-six Arlington Heights chil­ 
dren exampled in the “Round-Up” 
76 were immunized for diphtheria, 
and 64 were vaccinated for small­ 
pox.

Smallpox Vaccination 
This program was carried on in 
April and May in high school and 
elementary schools. Since so many 
were vaccinated last year, fewer 
children were handled this year. 
Local doctors again performed 
these vaccinations in the schools 
at a cost of 50 cents each. 
Total number receiving smallpox 
vaccination this year was 222. 
At the conclusion of the program 
84 per cent of all children in the 
elementary schools have been vac­ 
cinated against smallpox. 
Spring Round-up Examination 
The Spring Round-up programs 
sponsored by the P.-T.A. 
in the 
public schools, the Mother's club, 
in St. Peters Lutheran and the 
Ideal club in St. James Catholic, 
were held in May. 
Local doctors and dentists co­ 
operated by donating their services 
for these examinations. 
This year all 96 children exam­ 
ined showed normal heart actions. 
Only one 
showed a questionable 
chest condition where X-ray 'was 
recommended. 
At least 18 children with en­

And before putting 
them back be sure to dry the bottom of 
the trays. This will help keep the trays from 
freezing to the compartment. 


Play safe I Don’t trust the life of your re­ 
frigerator to a handyman. If it should get 
out of adjustment or become noisy, call 
an expert service man to make a check-up 
on the mechanism. In the long run you'll 
save money and spare yourself extra trouble.

The Government's cutback pro­ 
gram for war industries will pro­ 
foundly affect the aircraft picture 
for the balance of the year. 
* 
This 
shift 
from 
emphasis 
on 
plant construction to production, 
started by the W PB, permits the 
Army A ir Forces to evaluate its 
models on the basis of combat per­ 
form ances. As a result some types 
of aircraft will not be built in the 
new- program, while others will be 
radically changed and improved. 
W here certain types are discontin­ 
ued, the plants will be used to 
make others. 
Every effort is being made to 
arrange the cutbacks and change­ 
overs of the overall war produc­ 
tion, and particularly that of air­ 
craft, in an orderly 
manner to 
avoid unnecessary delays and hard- 
ships. So far the conversion plans! 
seem to have worked out success­ 
fully. And it’s the hope of W PB 
that the experience gained in these 
initial undertakings established a 
procedure which will permit the I 
greatly enlarged plan to be put 
into effect or^ an efficient basis.

The force 
of the bite or the pounds force with 
which the jaw s may be closed upon 
any object varies greatly among dif­ 
ferent persons. 
The late Dr. A. D. 
Black reports that in a tabulation 
* of bite tests made by 1,000 young 
adults the average force exerted 
was 171 pounds on the molar teeth, 
less on the bicuspids and incisors. 
The average eight year old with 
healthy teeth will exert about 35 
pounds pressure with his first per­ 
manent molars; the 12 year old, 75 
pounds; 18 year old, 140 pounds; 
and adults 170 to 175 pounds. A con­ 
siderable number of young adults 
have registered as much as 350 
pounds.

productivity during the morning

green mottling of the leaves, but 
no symptoms are seen on the fruit. 
Another strain results in a bril­ 
liant yellow molting of both leaves 
and fruit, while a third flecks the 
leaves with small, brown spots or 
small, yellowed areas. 
These last two strains are rare­ 
ly encountered in fields and gar­ 
dens, although the common strain 
can be found in almost every com­ 
mercial field and in many home 
gardens. Despite its frequent oc­ 
currence common mosaic is not 
likely to be noticed by most grow­ 
ers because of the general lack of 
any 
startling 
abnormalities 
in 
growth. . 
Although 
sometimes 
slightly stunted and off-color at 
transplanting 
time, 
inoculated 
plants may outgrow these symp­ 
toms and leave only the light and 
dark-green mottling of the leaves 
as a predominant indication. 
Mosaic virus may also be found 
in hosenettle and ground cherry 
weeds that border many of the 
fields and gardens, Linn points out. 
The virus may 
be carried from 
these weeds to the 
tomatoes by 
plant lice. Often, commercial plants 
growers using tobacco may inad­ 
vertently inoculate 
the seedling 
plants when they pass through 
their hands. 
Yield records in Illinois show 
that when plants become infected 
at transplanting time losses may 
run anywhere irom 30 to 60 per 
cent. Last year, in a commercial 
field in the*northern part of the 
state, between 95 and IOO per cent 
of the plants were affected with­ 
in a month of transplanting. The 
yield loss was estimated conserva­ 
tively at 40 per cent. 
“To be on the safe side, all us­ 
ers of tobacco should wash their 
hands with soap and water before 
handling tomatoes, and they should 
not smoke or chew tobacco while 
working with these plants/ 4 Linn 
says.

War debt 


W ars always bring many prob­ 
lems that we had heretofore not 
even dreamed of. It is always well 
to think ahead and plan ahead. 
Congressman Albert J. Engel of 
Michigan, one of the hardest work- 
ing and most efficient members of 
i the Committee on Appropriations 
recently gave the House some as­ 
tounding figures. He said the like­ 
ly post-war debt of the Federal 
Government would (be 300 billions 
of dollars and that that amount 
‘‘is double the assessed value of 
every piece of property, real and 
personal, tangible and intangible 
each State in the Union is placing 
on its assessment rolls.” On a per 
capita basis, Illinois with a popu­ 
lation of •7,897,241 and an assessed 
value of $5,246,400,000 would pay 
$17,932,688,000 or 342 per cent of 
its assessed valuation 
on a 300 
billion dollar debt. This amount is 
equal to the lowest point of the 
World W ar No. I National debt. 
The highest point of that debt was 
27 billion dollars which included l l 
billion loaned to foreign countries. 
Meat prices 


Effective June 21, meat prices 
at retail will be lowered from 3 
cents to 7 cents a pound by order 
of the OPA. New prices for cured 
and processed pork will go into 
effect on July 5. 
Reductions in 
price are smaller on cheaper cuts 
and larger on the more expensive. 
As in the case of the rollback of 
prices on butter, the lowering of 
meat prices will not directly af­ 
fect the farm producer. Subsidies,

“American soldiers in Iceland are 
not getting nearly enough

“In spite of the 
fact th at the Army delivers the 
mail with promptness and regular­ 
ity to every army post in Iceland, 
folks at home are not taking full 
advantage of this service,” Chap­ 
lain Cullom said.

Farm ers needing farm imple­ 
ment or front wheel tractor tires 
will be permitted to purchase suit­ 
able substitutes when they are un­ 
able to find a dealer with tires de­ 
signed expressly for their purpose, 
the OPA has announced. Dealers 
may also sell passenger car own­ 
ers tires and tubes of a slightly 
different size than is called for by 
the rationing certificate.

TT coupons 


A new “TT” gasoline coupon, 
which replaces the present “T” 
coupon, will become valid for use 
on July I. The old type of “T” 
coupon will be invalid on and after 
July I, except in the Northeastern 
shortage area where it will be used 
through July 25. OPA expects the 
change in design to help take up 
“sladfc” mileage and remove poten­ 
tial sources of black market gaso­ 
line.

The Christian Science Board of 
Directors today placed “prayer” 
at the top of the list of defensive 
and offensive weapons that free­ 
thinking peoples are counting up­ 
on to win the global war against 
oppression and suppression. 
In a statem ent to the annual 
meeting of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scien­ 
tist, in Boston, M assachusetts, the 
Directors first emphasized the word 


I “prayer,” then followed with the 
term 
“miracle 
of 
deliverance” 
which is to be accepted, they said, 
as the logical answer to righteous 
prayer. 
Thus, deliverance from the hand 
of the oppressor was seen by the 
Directors to be no miracle at all, 
but rather a simple witnessing to 
the fact that power springs from 
the prayer of understanding. 
“A praying people can never 
suffer 
defeat,” 
summarized 
the 
Directors’ rem arks to several thou­ 
sand Christian Scientists assem­ 
bled in The Mother Church. 
Because of the gasoline and 
transportation shortages, the at­ 
tendance was more localized than 
it has been for many years. But 
the reports heard from the broad 
field of Christian Science activities 
indicated that demands for spirit­ 
ual enlightenment were as uni­ 
versal as ever, only growing more 
and more pronounced under the 
stress of world conditions. 
From the armed services and 
along the home front, the reports 
revealed 
unusual 
demands 
for 
church literature, hinging upon an 
increasing effort to bring prayer 
to bear upon the crucial tests of 
the times. 
The 
Directors also announced 
the election of Mrs. Daisette D. S. 
McKenzie of Cambridge, Massa­ 
chusetts, 
as 
President 
of 
The 
Mother Church for the ensuing 
year, succeeding Mrs. Elizabeth F. 
Norwood, of Brookline, Massachu­ 
setts. 
Unity of purpose and action 
which is the common goal of all 
nations in this war, said the incom­ 
ing President, has been attained in 
the Christian Science movement 
under Mrs. Eddy, who the new 
President described as a m aster in 
the a rt of spiritual strategy.

I can’t; say .how' long I've been 
here, blit I know* no one beat me 


here. The people here are very 
happy now. Everywhere you go 
you see many of 
them waving 
American flags. It kind of makes 
chills run up and down your spine. 
“I suppose when this is all over, 
I’ll be one of the last to leave. I 
know* why the men of the last war 
did not want to talk about it. Ev­ 
erything happened so fast I don’t 
even know when it ended. We are 
all glad it is over, including the 
losers. This may be only one part 
of the war, but it is a mighty big 
part. 


Little did James Bartlett real­ 
ize when he was inducted into the 
Army, that he would spend most 
of his time aboard a ship. For 
Jimmy, son of the Hobart B art-., 
letts, 
Elmhurst 
ave., 
Prospect** 
Heights, was assigned to an army 
hospital ship after he had been in 
service a little more than eight 
weeks. 
He was inducted in February, 
1942, and was sent to Camp Roh-Q 
inson, Arkansas, for eight weeks 
of medical 
training, where 
he 
learned first aid and assisted at 
surgery. 
He was then sent to 
Fort Mason, California, the base 
to which he is attached, and w as* 
only there two and a half d ay s^ 
when he went aboard ship.

made several trips to Honolulu and 
Australia while on this ship, and 
would probably have made more, 
had not the ship been torpedoed 
and sunk. 
It was just about a year ago, on 
a Sunday afternoon that the sink­ 
ing took place.

Jimmy went 
with one group of men in the life­ 
boat, while the rest of the surviv- ) 
ors were taken on two rafts. The 
lifeboat and rafts were lashed to­ 
gether, but during 
the night a 
storm broke, and 
the lashings 
were 
snapped. 
Daybreak 
found 
them far apart. 
The lifeboat headed tow'ard the I 
lishing banks, and when a fishing 
boat w*as sighted, one of the men 
waved an orange and yellow flag 
—the only thing available — but 
the boat did not pay any atten­ 
tion to them. After a nerve-wrack- \ 
ing chase of a half an hour, the ' 
fishing boat finally picked the men 
up. Then it was explained that 
they were thought to be Japs play­ 
ing some sort of trick, so that is 
why the lifeboat was ignored. 
They were taken ashore, where5 
they were fed and given clean 
clothes. Some of the army men, 
Jimmy included, were given navy 
suits to wear, and wore them while 
having their pictures taken.
